TEXT OF AGREEMENT. 


The following is the text of the agreement 
arrived at by the Anglo-Egyptian and ‘l'arkish 
Commissioners concerning the delimitation 
of the Sinai Frontier, as published by the 
‘Official Journal” of Saturday last :— 


THIS 1s ruz—e AGREEMENT, Sianep anp EX- 
CHANGED AT RAFAH on (13 SHapan, 1324 ; 
18TH AILUL, 1322) Ist OcToBER, 1906, BET 
WEEN THE COMMISSIONERS OF THE TURKISH 
SULTANATE anp THE COMMISSIONERS OF 
THE EGYPTIAN KHEDIVIATE, ooNncERN- 
ING THE FIXING oF ASEPARATING ADMI- 
NISTR - ‘TIVE LINE spetween THE VILAYET 
or HEJAZ anp Govuvernorate or JERU- 
SALEM, anp tHe SINAl PENINSULA. 


El Miralai Staff Officer Ahmed Mazaffer 
Bey and El Bimbashi Staff Officer Mohammed 
Fabmi Bey as Commissioners of the TURKISH 
SULTANATE, and Emir el Lewa Ibrahim Fatbi 
Pasha and El Miralai R. C. R. Owen Bey as 
Commissioners of the EGYPTIAN KHEDIVIATE, 
having been entrusted with the delimitation 
of the. ADMINISTRATIVE SEPARATING LINE 
between the Vilayet of HEJaz and Gouver- 
norate of JERUSALEM, and the SINAI PENINSULA, 
have, in the name of the TURKISH SULTANATE 
and the EGYPTIAN KHEDIVIATE, agreed as 
follows :— 

ArtIcLE I. 

THE ADMINISTRATIVE SEPARATING LINE, 88 
shewn on map attached to this AGREEMENT, 
begins at the point of RAS TABA on the western

ARTICLE 2. 

The separating line mentioned in Article 1 
has been indicated by a black, broken line on 
duplicate maps (annexed to this agreement)- 
which shall be signed and exchanged simul- 
taneously with the AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE 3. 

Boundary pillars will be erected, in the 
presence of the Joint Commission, at inter- 
visible points along the sepsrating line, from 
the point on the MEDITERRANEAN shore tu the 
point on the shore of the GuLF oF AKABA. 

ARTICLE 4. 

These boundary pillars will be. under the 
protection of the TURKISH SULTANATE and 
EGYPTIAN KHEDIVIATE. 

ARTICLE 5. . 

Shonld it be necessary in future to renew 
these pillars, or to increase them, each party 
shall send a represantative for this parpose. 
The positions of these new pillars shall be 
determined by the course of the’ separating 
line ss laid down in the map. 

ARTICLE 6. 

All tribes living on both sides sha!l have the 
right of benefiting by the water as heretofore. 
viz., they shall retain their ancient and former 
rights in this respect. 

Necessary guarantees will be given to Arab 
tribes respecting above. 

Also TURKISH soldiers, NATIVE individuals 
and GENDARMES shall benefit by the water 
which remained West of the SEPARATING LINE. 

ARTICLE 7. 

Armed TURKISH soldiers and armed GEN- 
DARMES will not be permitted to cross to the 
west of the SEPARATING LINE. 

ARTICLE 8, 

Natives and Arabs of both sides shall con- 
tinue to retain the same established and 
ancient rights of ownership of waters, fields 
and lands on both sides as formerly,

SMUGGLING IN BEYROUT.| Cheap Prepaid Advertisements,

A FATAL ATTEMPT. 


(From ouR own CoRRESPONDENT.) 


Beyrout, November 7. 

Smuggling and contraband under their va- 
rious aspects have lately been rampant in 
Beyrout and its vicinity, and a shocking 
tragedy such as occorred last week was needed 
to awaken both the contrabandist and the 
authorities to a lively sense of the evils 
calculated to attend illicit practices. Two 
versions are current respecting the recent 
fatal event. 

On the night ‘of the Ist inst. a sailing 
craft loaded with guns and other prohibited 
goods, comprising possibly also tombao, drew 
near the ehore of the promontory where the 
lighthouse stands. Three of the contrabandists, 
who are all Mosleme, went ashore to re- 
connoitre, prior to landing the goods. A 
Christian by the name of Jorji I’zan, who 
was in the habit of blackmailing such illicit 
traders, forthwith appeared on the scene 
to claim his usual share in exchange for 
silence. The contrabardists were naturally 
chafing under such an imposition, and this 
time they seemed determined to put a stop 
thereto, and they unceremoniously signified 
their intention to this self-imposed partner. 
Between such truculent folks the transition 
from words to blows is almost anavoidable, 
and this time rifle shots were exchanged, 
in which the said Jurji was wounded in 
the stomach. 

According to the first version and the one 
that the Moslems are freely circulating, it was 
the said Jarji I’zan, aided by two hidden com- 
panions, who during the ekirmieh killed two 
Moslem contrabandists, whose corpses have 
since been dissovered, and they wounded 
the third one who wes with them in the 
reconnoitring boat, and is now incarcerat- 
ed in Beyrout prison. The second version 
runs as follows: After the passage of arms 
between the men in the boat and Jarji I’zan, 
the latter called for help from the Lebanese 
soldiers that patrol the locality. The boat 
then made back for the sailing versel, but the 
men in the latter, mistaking in their fright 
and the darkness of the night, their comates 
for a raiding patrol fired a volley at the boat, 
killing two and wounding a third. What 
supports this version are the facts of the 
bodies of the dead men being pierced with 
several ballets, which could not have been fired 
by Jarji I’zan with such odds against him, and 
there being one corpse in the boat and the 


other afloat on the coast to the other side of 


St.George’s bay, in which direction: neither 
the boat nor the corpse could have drifted, 


| owing to the prevalence of a northerly wiod at 


the time. The circumstances, therefore point 
to the probability of the sailing craft having 
towed both boat and corpse roand to the other 
coast to mislead the aathorities. 

The report of rifles drew a Lebanese soldier 
to the spot. Finding Jarji I’zsn stretched on 
the ground with a bleeding wound, he carried 
him to a house near by and reported the matter 
to Muzaffer Pasha, the Governor-General of 
the Lebanon. The doctors having reported 
that the woond was of too serious’a nature 
to allow cf the patient being sent to jail he 


a relative. ln the meantime the Vali reported 
to the Lebanon Government the details of the 
encounter according to the deposition of the 


wounded man who had survived the reconnoit- 


ting skirmish, and he requested that in the 
meanwhile the man should be vigilantly guard- 
ed. Accordingly a guard of four soldiers and 
a corporal was stationed round the house. 
Yesterday, however, it was discovered that the 
wounded man had disappeared, evidently 
having been carried off by fsiends. 

Itis said that the guard pleaded that they 
were overcome. Possibly they were dragged. 

The discovery of the corpses of two of the 
leaders of the Moslem rabble was a-great shock 
to the town, and the timorous section of the 
Christian popalation was almost in a state of 
panic. Thanks, however, to the vigilance and 
pradence of the Vali, trouble bas been averted. 
He signified indirectly to the heads of the 
turbulent Moslem element that any attempt at 
disorder would be repressed with an iron hand, 


and,moreover he despatched a equad of soldiers 


to police the Moslem quarters and the adjacent 
Christian one, called the Mazras, which has 


always stood the brant of the Moslem attacks. 
The fact of such an event, calculated at any 
time to ‘arouse the Moslems, taking place in 
the month of Ramadan and yet psssing off 
without any evil consequences is of great éredit 
to our tactfal Governor-General.
